Carter, 


W. A. Chase, H. A. McCoy and Fred- 
erick 0. Blunt was appointed to select 
a committee of one hundred to organ- 
ize lha work In Lowell and the sur- 
rounding towns. 


The speakers of the evening were 


Hev. H. Grant Person of Newton an 
Mr. Lewis A. Crossott of Boston. 


Hev. Mr. Person reviewed the origlr 


of the movement. Three men's organ 
Izations, inspired to rally men into the 
ehurohes, had been working In the 
same direction, Ho. said, when 
they 


discovered their common aim and unit- 
ed their forces. A meeting was held a 
the Manhattan hotel (n New York', ant 
a conference was then called at Niag- 
ara Falls. There was such a response

.MEXICO CITY, Hay 5.—Althougr 


today, the fifth of May, one, of Mexico's 
great, national holidays as the annl 
versary of.the victory of General Diaz 
troops over the French, has been fixe( 
upon by scores of rumor-makers dur- 
ing the past week- as the date for a 
concerted ins,urrecto attack on manj 
of the country's cities and even upon 
the capital, itself, residents of the capi- 
tal were.inclined to smile today when 
one mentioned the probability'of Im- 
mediate attack-.

j space, which, he said, was the position 
! of the bullet wound on Heath's body. 
j Then, placing a pistol In the hand of 
! Richardson, Dr. Stone, 
by measure- 


ments matle In the presence of court 
and Jury, showed that when the pistol 
was held in the left hand and directing 
it at the. angle at which the bullet 
entered Heath's body the'living model 
aided by the doctor, was able to keep 
the muzzle of the weapon 2114 inches 
.distant from-the, body, but without the 
assistance of the doctor he could keep 
it less than 19 inches from, the body. 
Elevating the weapon at an angle of 
between 20 and 26 degrees, It was dem- 
onstrated that the pistol must be about 
16 Inches from (he body and Hi inches 
from the coat sleeve. Then the pistol
